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NEW CAPITOL HILL INTERNSHIP PROGRAM ON WOMEN 
AND PUBLIC POLICY ANNOUNCED 


WASHINGTON, D. C. — The first congressional internship program on 
Capitol Hill to focus on women's issues will begin in 1980, according to 
Phyllis Palmer, coordinator of women's studies at George Washington 
University. 

The three-year, $300,000 Congressional Internship on Women's Policy 
Issues is co-sponsored by GW's Women's Studies Program and Policy Center 
and the Women's Research and Educational Institute of the Congresswomen's 
Caucus and funded by the Charles H. Revson Foundation of New York. It will 
provide stipends for 10 interns a year for three years. 

Rep. Elizabeth Holtzman (D-NY), caucus co-chairperson, explained that 
students will be placed in members' offices and on strategic committee staffs 
to provide research on women's issues while enhancing their own career options. 

"I believe the students can make significant contributions on the 
federal level by identifying and diminishing sexual discrimination," added 
co-chair Margaret Heckler(R-Mass.). 
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The program grew from the need for more women to have the competence 
and confidence to engage in public policy making and for more pertinent 
data on women to be made accessible to policy makers, according to Palmer, 
who pointed out that although women constitute more than 50 percent of the 
population, only 4 percent of the members of Congress are women. 

Palmer explained that in addition to their work on the Hill, interns 
will do research under the supervision of a GW faculty advisor, take courses 
and attend weekly seminars on women and public policy in which members of 
Congress and staff will also participate. 

Internships will be open only to GW graduate students in 1980 and in 
1981 to any graduate student in the Consortium of Universities of the Wash¬ 
ington Metropolitan Area, which includes Howard University, University of 
District of Columbia, American University, Catholic University and Georgetown 
University. Applications are due February 1980 for internships beginning in 
September 1980. Interns will receive 18 hours of credit and a stipend of 
$8,000 for a nine-month academic year. For more information, call 676-6942. 

Eli N. Evans, President of the Charles H. Revson Foundation, described 
the program as "forging a vital link between Congress and universities in the 
Washington area to strenghen policymaking on women's issues and train future 
leaders in this critical area of national life."

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THE JOHN J. WALSDORF COLLECTION OF WILLIAM MORRIS IN PRIVATE PRESS AND 
LIMITED EDITION ON DISPLAY AT GWU LIBRARY 

Washington, D.C.— "A Collector’s Choice; the John J. Walsdorf Collection 
of William Morris in Private Press and Limited Edition" is a new exhibit 
which will run through February 15 in the Special Collections Room at the 
George Washington University library, 2130 H St^ NW. Exhibit hours are 
9 a.m. to 5 p.m., Monday through Friday. 

The collection contains books from the Kelmscott Press as well as 
earlier books that influenced Morris and twentieth century private press 
books influenced by him. The collection contains several works owned 
by Morris, with his signature and bookplate, including a psalter printed 
by Joseph Masters in 1852 which Morris acquired in his Oxford days and kept 
until his death; its initials and rubrications show a direct influence 
on the Kelmscott typography.and ornamentation. 

Also in the exhibit, are several Kelmscott Press books inscribed 
by Morris, including Sir Edward Burne-Jones* copy of The Poems of John 
Keats with a presentation inscription. There is also a vellum copy of 
The Wood Beyond the World . 

The early private press books include the Chiswick series of Morris 
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lectures published shortly after his death, and a substantial number of 
Thomas B. Mosher and Roycroft Press books from the turn of the century. 
There are three rare Village Press printings of Morris titles and other 
works by and about Morris from the major private presses of this century: 
Fine Arts, Gehenna, Golden Hind, Grabhorn, Hammer Creek, Merrymount, 
Nonesuch, Oriole, Rampant Lions, Shakespeare Head, and Woolly Whale. 

John J. Walsdorf, owner of the collection,, is libraries service 
advisor to B. H. Blackwell, Ltd. and has been a collator of William Morris 
for the past 12 years. A limited number of exhibition catalogues will 
be available for purchase after January 20. For more information contact 
David S. Zeidberg, curator, at (202) 676-7549 or write to the George 
Washington University Library, 2130 H St. NW, Washington, D.C. 20052.
